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Future unclear 
for local pubs

THE future of seven pubs in 
the Newmarket area is in the 
balance as their owners seek 
new tenants. 

The pubs, owned by Greene 
King Pub Partners, are currently 
being advertised on trade 
websites. 

They include some of the most historic 
pubs such as The Bushel in Market Street, 
Newmarket, a listed building which dates 
from the 17th century. 

New tenants are also being sought for 
The Bell at Kennett. The former coaching 
inn dates from the 16th century and was 
reputedly frequented by highwayman 
Dick Turpin. 

Two of Newmarket’s most popular pubs 
- The Yard, in Grosvenor Yard opposite 
nightclub DeNiro’s and The White Lion, 
popular with racegoers as it is the closest 
to the racecourse - are also on the Greene 
King list for new tenants. 

The company has promised “new 
investment” in The Yard when new 
tenants are found. 

feff Watts, who has run the pub for 15 
years, said there were a “number of 
issues” which led to his decision to leave. 
But he said no date had been set for his 
departure. 

“This latest VAT increase hasn’t helped,” 
he said. 

The landlord at the White Lion said he 
did not want to comment. 

Other pubs where new tenants are 
being sought are The Crown and the Five 
Bells in Burwell and the Wheatsheaf in 
Exning. 

The pubs currently being advertised by 
Greene King have annual rents of around 
£25,000, rising to £40,000 for the White 
Lion.

Police in alert to parents over internet child stalker 


AN online pervert is attempting 
to groom children in the 
Soham area by posing as their 
new classmate on Facebook, 
police have revealed. 

Cambridgeshire police have 
discovered a mystery paedo¬ 
phile has been contacting 
youngsters from the area and 
in Ely via the popular social 
networking site. 


The sex pest created a series 
of fake profiles on the site to 
issue ‘friend requests’ to pupils 
at the City of Ely Community 
College and students in Soham. 

Hundreds of warning letters 
have been sent to parents of 
children at the community 
college urging them to take 
“extra precautions”. 

The man then encouraged 


his victims, who are aged 
between 11 and 18, to switch 
on their webcams by 
pretending to be starting at the 
college next term. 

A police spokesman said: 
“We have received several 
reports regarding concerns 
over adults purporting to be 
children on social networking 
websites. We are investigating 


these incidents. 

“I would urge people to be 
vigilant when using such sites 
and parents should monitor 
their children’s internet usage.” 

Police did not say how many 
children had been targeted. 

Catherine fenkinson-Dix, 
principal of the City of Ely 
Community College, wrote a 
warning letter to parents. 


She wrote: “The man has 
targeted children from two 
secondary schools, trying to 
befriend them by saying he is 
starting at the school in 
lanuary and is looking to make 
new friends. 

“He has tried to gain 
personal information and has 
got some children to use their 
webcams.”

VETERINARY experts have lifted a 
warning about a mystery disease 
which affected dogs that had 
been walked in woods. 

Several dogs died from the disease after 
being walked in Thetford Forest, near 
Mildenhall, the Sandringham Estate in 
Norfolk and forests in Nottingham in 
November. 

Scientists at the Animal Health Trust, 
based at Kentford, appealed for help from 
dog owners in tackling the outbreak. 

Dr Richard Newton, who led the 
investigation into Seasonal Canine Illness 
(SCI), said: “We haven’t had any new cases 
of this mystery illness reported to us since 
mid-November, so we’re reasonably 
confident that, as we suspected, this is a

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seasonal problem. 

“We would always advise owners to 
stay vigilant and contact their vet should 
they be concerned about their pets, but 
we’d like to reassure owners that we think 
the worst of this illness has passed for this 
year.” 

An appeal from the charity for help in 
gathering information on the mystery 
illness has had a massive response from 
dog owners. More than 370 question¬ 
naires were sent in to the trust by dog 
owners. 

Almost 20 per cent of them were from 
owners whose animals have shown 


symptoms of CSI. 

Dr Newton said: “We now face the task 
of analysing the data we’ve received to try 
to find a cause for this illness. The 
likelihood is that next autumn we’re likely 
to see a recurrence of cases, so our aim is 
to arm owners with as much information 
as we can ahead of that. 

“We’re very grateful to all those who 
have helped us with information - 
without this we would have very little 
chance of furthering our understanding 
of this illness.” 

The AHT has established a SCI fund 
and is asking for donations towards the 
cost of its investigation.

“We can also confirm 
that both the Bushel and 
White Lion have people 
interested in taking 
them over, and the Bell 
in Kennett will go on the 
market as a freehold this 
month as the site no 
longer fits within our 
estate.

He added that Greene

Man in court on death-drive charge 


A MAN living in Britain on a visitor 
visa has appeared in court charged 
with causing the death of a 3-year- 
old boy while driving a Jaguar 
without insurance. 

Ahmed Aldubaili, 30, was 
charged with causing death by 
dangerous driving, death by driving 
when unlicensed and driving while 
uninsured following a crash on 
October 23. 

Toddler Henry Blacklock suffered 
fatal injuries in the collision and his 


father Martin Blacklock, from 
Newmarket, was seriously injured. 

The 3-year-old was in the front 
passenger seat of a Renault Clio 
driven by his father when he was 
killed. 

Henry died at the scene of the 
crash, which occurred on the 
B1063 in Ashley, near Newmarket. 

Aldubaili appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Tuesday, where he 
did not enter any pleas before a 
provisional date was set for a trial. 


The court heard that at the time 
of the crash, Aldubaili was living in 
Britain on a visitor’s visa which is 
due to expire in March. 

His plea hearing will take place 
on March 7 and bail was renewed 
to the same conditions - that he 
surrender his passport and 
continue to reside in Centre Drive, 
Newmarket. 

A provisional trial date of March 
28 was set. 


Woman is flasher victim - twice on same day 


A MAN exposed himself to a 
woman twice on the same day. 

The woman saw the same 
man in the same area of the

LUXURY hotel suites 
could be installed in a 
former council hostel for 
the homeless. 

The new owners of 
Newmarket’s four-star Bedford 
Lodge Hotel have just 
announced that they have 
bought neighbouring Rock- 
field House. 

The property, like the hotel, 
was originally part of the Duke 
of Bedford’s stables complex. 

But for around 30 years 
Rockfield House was used as a 
hostel for homeless families. It 
has been closed and boarded- 
up for about a year and the 
owners, Forest Heath District 
Council, put it on the market 
in September with an asking 
price of £1.5 million. 

Councillors discussed the 
sale at a behind-closed-doors 
meeting at the end of last year. 

Review Hotels, which 
bought the 55-bed Bedford 
Lodge for around £12.5 
million in December, has 
confirmed the sale and has 
said it is looking at various 
options - including the cre¬ 
ation of luxury suites. 

The company previously 
announced plans for 24 luxury 
bedrooms and a spa. 

Noel Byrne, chief executive 
of Review Hotels, said: “We 
will be completely renovating 
this beautiful building, which 
dates back to 1820 and was 
once part of the Bedford 
Lodge estate, where the 6th 
Duke of Bedford resided. 

“Rockfield House retains 
many of its original features, 
such as its high ceilings and a 
grand staircase, which will be 
restored to their former glory. 

“Our purchase of Rockfield 
House is a really positive move 
for both the hotel and the 
wider community, due to the 
potential for job creation. 

“We look forward to work- 
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ing with our architects, A 
Squared, on creating a top- 
class addition to Bedford 
Lodge and Newmarket.” 

Bedford Lodge was con¬ 
verted into a hotel 60 years 
ago and was named Suffolk 
Hotel of the Year in 2007. 

Recent multi-million pound 
refurbishments have im¬ 
proved the rooms, reception 
area and the Edge Health and

This land must 
be sold openly 

sir , All of our councils are said to be 
short of money. Cambridgeshire 
County Council has 24 acres of arable 
farm land for sale at Reach. This is 
good land and it is known to be 
productive and valuable. I hear that 
the National Trust wants to purchase 
this land to add to the thousands of 
acres that it is presently letting go to 
rack and ruin for its so-called ‘Wicken 
Vision’. 

It appears that a selling price for this 
land has been set by two firms of 


valuers and if the trust does not 
complete the purchase at this price, 
the land may then be sold on die 
open market. I understand that the 
county council has given the trust a 
12-month window to raise sufficient 
funds for the purchase. We don’t 
know what the price is or if a deposit 
has already been paid or if the trust 
has preferentially been given 12 
months to pay. 

I hear from my county councillor, 
David Brown, of Burwell, that the 
land is being sold “under current 
county council policy”.

I submit that no valuers can know 
what such good land is truly worth to, 
say, a local farming family, without 
the land having been marketed 
openly. I am amazed that the county 
council is not marketing the land 
openly. 

As is known, I am not inexperienced 
in these matters and I have now 
heard more than enough about cosy 
deals done that benefit the National 
Trust. 

The current county council policy, 
certainly so far as it affects such land 
sales to the National Trust, must be 
changed. Now, before it is too late.

Schools chief 
in pledge over 
learning goals

IMPROVING the skills of 
Suffolk’s children and 
young people is a “top 
priority”, an Ofsted report 
has said. 

The annual assessment carried 
out by the organisation, which 
reviews all services provided by 
Suffolk County Council, has 
found Suffolk’s children’s services 
to be performing well. 

The report, published this 
month said: “Improving the 
attainment of Suffolk’s children 
and young people is the local 
authority’s top priority, and it is 
now providing stronger and 
more assertive leadership in 
driving up standards in its 
schools.” 

Ofsted’s findings said the large 
majority of services, settings and 
institutions inspected are “good 
or better” and that safeguarding 
services are “well led and man¬ 
aged, and have good capacity to 
improve.” 

However, the report highlights 
the need to reduce the number

of 16 to 18-year-olds not in edu¬ 
cation, training or work. The 
county council said it recognises 
this as a challenge and will work 
with partners to improve the 
number of young people who 
continue their learning after 16. 

The report also said: “Risks 
from budgetary pressures are 
well recognised, and there is 
commitment from elected 
members to ensure safeguarding 
and targeted services continue to 
be prioritised and protected as 
far as possible.” 


Cllr Graham Newman, port¬ 
folio holder for children, schools 
and young people’s services said: 
“Ofsted’s assessment reflects the 
hard work and dedication of staff 
in the county. 

“The report identifies educa¬ 
tional attainment, on the whole, 
remains lower than the national 
average. 

“This is another clear indic¬ 
ation that we must continue with 
the school organisational review 
to remove barriers from the 
education system, so young 
people can achieve the very best. 
This remains our top priority. 

“Ofsted recognises, through 
our targeted school improve¬ 
ment strategy, we are supporting 
those schools most in need of 
improvement. 

“We will continue to do this to 
ensure young people can be¬ 
come successful members of 
society. 

“The report also identifies that 
that joint commissioning arr¬ 
angements are effective and that 
good value for money is ach¬ 
ieved. We will continue to work 
hard to ensure children services 
across Suffolk meet the needs of 
young people and their families.”

With the new year beckoning, 
Lizzie Porter and Jen Mills 
take the second part of their 
seasonal peek at Newmarket’s 
noteable events during the 
past 12 months 


July 

IX swimming 
dogs raised 
more than 
£7,500 doing a 
sponsored 
swimathon in the 
hydrotherapy pool 
of the Animal Health 
Trust, in Kentford. 

The money went 
towards funding a water 
treadmill for the trust. 

Philip Whiting, a 
teacher at Cambridge 
Regional College, died 
after being crushed by 
cows at Leechmere Farm. 

Newmarket councillors 
agreed on plans to move 
the town’s Christmas tree 
to the paved area next to 
the clocktower, from its 
previous home on 
Rutland Hill in the High 
Street. 

Vandals stole copper 
windchimes and a copper 
toadstool from a park in 
Newmarket, forcing the 


council to abandon plans 
for a sensory garden. This 
followed an incident 
earlier in the year, when 
sunflowers being grown 
by children as part of a 
competition were ripped 
up within days of being 
planted. 

A mystery heroine was 
labelled “wonder woman” 
after removing a steel 
cable that had fallen from 
its mounting into a 
Newmarket road. The 
cable was used to carry 
Christmas decorations. 

August 

Thieves used a vehicle to 
crash into the doors of 
Burwell fire station, 
managing to get inside 
the building and move a 
generator. However, 
nothing was stolen. 

Vandals started a fire 
on Newmarket’s cricket 
pitch, just six weeks after 
it was used for the first 
time. Wooden stakes and 
ropes used to keep

people off the wicket were piled up 
and set on fire, leaving a burnt 
patch of around a square metre. 

Burwell Museum staged an 
activity day where children could 
make bird boxes and bricks, as well 
as tackling a mini-assault course. 

Newmarket’s British Racing 
School held its third residential 
horse racing course, jockeys gave 
tips to youngsters aged between 11 
and 15. 

Students from the Newmarket 


area excelled in their GCSE exams. 
Richard Allitt achieved eight A* 
grades, while Rory Saxby secured 
seven. 56 per cent of students at 
Newmarket College achieved five 
A*-C grades. 

However, two shops in Haverhill 
and Bury St Edmunds were caught 
selling alcoholic drinks to underage 
teenagers on the day results were 
announced. 

Shops in Newmarket were 
checked by trading standards 


officers, but staff were found to be 
complying with identity check 
rules. 

A total of 170 acres of farmland 
became part of a National Trust 
nature reserve. Burwell Fen’s 
wetland habitat was given approval 
to become part of the Wicken Fen 
reserve. 

September 

A man escaped two fires in one 
night in Burwell. Michael Bliss was 


woken when a 
neighbour’s shed caught 
fire and melted the 
gutters of his house. 
Firefighters had to be 
called a second time 
when a second fire blaze 
broke out which 
destroyed the roof of his 
cottage. It is thought that 
a spark from the original 
fire lodged in the roof of 
the house. 

Newmarket Town 
Council unveiled plans to 
line the High Street with 
trees. If the scheme goes 
ahead, it would come at a 
cost of around £35,000, 
which could be partly 
met by sponsorship. 

A mother and three 
daughters fled from a 
blaze at their home which 
is believed to have been 
started deliberately. All 
were given oxygen for 
smoke inhalation and 
taken to Addenbrooke’s. 

A new bridge and 
cycleway were opened, 
improving access to the 
county’s fen landscape. 
Reach Lode Bridge linked 
with the Burwell Fen 
cycleway, as part of the 
Wicken Fen vision, a 100- 
year plan to create a 
nature reserve across the 
East of England. 

Roman silver coins 
discovered near 
Mildenhall were declared 
to be “treasure”. 
Mildenhall Museum 
hoped to be able to 
display the artefacts. 
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A woman who is 
paralysed from the neck 
down made a sponsored 
parachute jump from 
15,000 metres in aid of the 
Spinal Injuries 
Association. 

October 

A painter and decorator 
appeared in court for 
having a ‘drug farm’ in his 
loft. His offence was 
discovered while 
refurbishing a police 
station, when officers 
noticed a strong smell of 
cannabis coming from his 
car. 

Swaffham Bulbeck 
Church of England 
Primary School was given 
top marks in almost every 
aspect of its Ofsted 
inspection. The school 
was rated “outstanding”. 

Plans were unveiled for 
Christmas in Newmarket. 
Santa will arrive on an 
1840 coach drawn by four 
white horses. 

The head lad at Sir 
Michael Stoute’s stables in 
Newmarket was cleared of 
causing actual bodily 
harm by dropping an 
ornamental pig on his 
girlfriend’s head from an 
upstairs window. 

The West Suffolk SOS 
bus completed its first 
year in service. The bus, 
staffed by volunteers, 
offers a space for night¬ 
time revellers, including 
video games, coffee and 
first-aid. 

A scheme to make 
empty shop fronts more 
attractive was launched. 
Pictures of the town as it 
currently looks alongside 
pictures of how it looked 
in the past were displayed 
in windows. 

A toddler from Red 
Lodge was tragically killed 
in a head-on collision. His 
parents described Henry 
James Blacklock, 3, as “a 
little boy with a big heart” 
who was “loved by 
everyone who knew him”. 

A kitten that had fallen 
down a 30ft Victorian well 
was rescued by 
firefighters. The animal 
may have been there as 
long as three days. 

November 

Princess Anne arrived in 
Newmarket for the second 


time in less than three 
weeks. She presented 
certificates and awards at 
a regional conference of a 
Riding for the Disabled 
Association. 

Tea lovers united in a 
campaign to save the cup 
and saucer. Tania Baker 
led a demonstration 
outside the By Jove! 
tearooms, in which 
protesters dressed in 
1950s’ garb and held 
placards bearing slogans 
such as “no mugs here”. 

Newmarket College, 
given the lowest ranking 
by Ofsted inspectors a 
year ago, is improving 
according to the latest 
report. It is now 
“satisfactory”, although 
inspectors say further 
improvements are still 
needed. 

Plans for a larger Tesco 
in Newmarket, replacing 
the current store off 
Fordham Road, were 
unveiled. Many welcomed 
the proposals, as they are 
likely to create 200 jobs. 

Arson attacks destroyed 
four partially built houses 
in Red Lodge and badly 
damaged two more. Police 
estimated the damage at 
£600,000. 

Council chiefs warned 
that parking charges are 


set to rise, to combat 
council losses of £275,000. 
However, the decision will 
be delayed until next year. 

An amateur jockey was 
killed at a gallop near 
Newmarket. Christopher 
Watson, 61, died after his 
horse collided with a tree 
in Cheveley. 

A spider that was feared 
to be extinct was found 
alive at Chippenham Fen, 
where a colony of the 
creatures was discovered. 

December 

Protesters unfurled a 
banner at the Derby 
awards in London against 
plans to build 1,200 
houses on a farm on the 
outskirts of Newmarket. 
Lord Derby is appealing 
against the council’s 
decision to turn down his 
planning application. 

A fraudster was jailed 
for stealing more than 
£95,000 from a pensioner’s 
bank account. Jason 
Yeager, 39, left the elderly 
man penniless. 

Some of the leading koi 
carp experts from Britain 
and Japan displayed their 
fish at a special exhibition 
staged in the Rutland 
Arms Hotel courtyard. 
Some specimens were 
almost a metre long.

Suffolk Police will be putting the 
cases on its new website in the new 
year, in partnership with Norfolk Police, 
to refresh the public’s memory and gain 
new leads on unresolved crimes. 

DCI Jes Fry, from the Norfolk and 
Suffolk Major Investigation Team (MIT), 
said: “The joint MIT has its own team of 
police staff who routinely review 
unsolved major crime from Suffolk and 
Norfolk, predominantly murders and 
rapes, in order to identify any new lines 
of enquiry that can be developed based 
on advances in forensic science and

new information received. 

“The crimes stretch back to the 
1960s, but could also include ones from 
within the past few years. Suffolk’s cases 
will be placed on their new website in 
the new year.”

“For each victim, there are family and 
friends who continue to grieve and who 
require closure.” 

A police spokesman said a decision 
has not been made about which cases 
will be put on the website.

THE ADC Theatre 
opens the new year with 
the return of Cambridge 
University European 
Theatre Group and their 
production 
Shakespeare’s The 
Taming of the Shrew. 

The group is currently 
playing around central 
Europe and their production, 
appropriately set in a 
travelling funfair, rolls back 
into Cambridge on Tuesday, 
January 18. 

With bright lights and 
carousels, screams, swings, 
and thrills, The Taming of the 
Shrew is the story of 
showmen. 

In the Bard’s celebrated 
comedy, it is the 1950s, and a 
travelling funfair has just 
arrived in town. On the 
surface, it is a dream world 
of riches, romance, and riot; 
but underneath it all lurks the 
anarchic subculture of these 
unsettled entertainers, living 
on the very edge of society.

Short cuts 



INSPIRED by Slavomir 
Rawicz’s memoir The Long 
Walk: The True Story Of A 
Trek To Freedom - The Way 
Back is a harrowing tale of 
courage and endurance 
against the odds during the 
Second World War. 
Australian director Peter 
Weir certainly has the 
pedigree to tackle such 
sweeping subject matter. He 
recreated the hard-fought 
Gallipoli campaign in his 
1981 film starring Mel 
Gibson and most recently, 
he ventured on the high 
seas with Russell Crowe for 
Master And Commander: 

The Far Side Of The World. 
Weir’s new film is epic in 
scope, combining elements 
of Rawicz’s book with first- 
person accounts told to the 
director and co-writer Keith 
Clarke as part of their 
extensive research. 
Cinematographer Russell 
Boyd captures the rugged 
beauty of the frozen 
wastelands of Siberia and 
the Mongolian desert, where 
the story unfolds. 

We get a vivid sense of the 
physical ordeal that lies 
ahead for the characters as 
they embark on a 4,000-mile 


trek to freedom that we 
know, from a caption at the 
beginning of the film, will 
end in tragedy for more than 
half of the cast. 

In Soviet-occupied Poland, 
officer Janusz (Jim Sturgess) 
is falsely incriminated as a 
foreign spy by his wife (Sally 
Edwards) and sent to a 
Russian gulag in Siberia. 
Behind the gulag walls, 
Janusz meets Khabarov 
(Mark Strong), who claims 
that escape is possible if 
they head south to Lake 
Baikal, using the elements to 
cover their tracks. 

The Way Back maintains a 
deliberately slow pace so we 
are with the escapees every 
arduous step of the way. We 


shiver in the cold and feel 
the rippling heat of the 
desert where more of the 
prisoners take their final 
breaths. 

Sturgess and fellow 
escapees Ed Harris and 
Colin Farrell deliver strong 
performances, while Saoirse 
Ronan, who also joins the 
remarkable odyssey, once 
again demonstrates 
emotional depth beyond her 
tender years. 

The enormity of what the real 
escapees achieved 
overshadows anything that 
Weir could ever commit to 
celluloid. But at 132 minutes, 
The Way Back allows us to 
walk for a while in their 
historic footsteps. 


MEET THE PARENTS: LITTLE 
FOCKERS (12A) 

HAPLESS male nurse Gaylord 
‘Greg’ Focker (Ben Stiller) is 
blissfully in love with his wife 
Pam (Teri Polo) and his twins, 
Samantha (Daisy Tahan) and 
Henry (Colin Baiocchi). The 
feisty daughter is giving her 
father the silent treatment while 
the boy is becoming fussy 
about his food. It’s hassle that 
Greg could do without as he 
considers a lucrative job offer 
from pretty drugs rep Andi 
Garcia (Jessica Alba) and 
debates sending the little ones 
to the prestigious Early Human 
School, run by inspirational 
headmistress Prudence (Laura 
Dern).

T here will be no let-up in 
the grow-your-own 
campaign this year as 
gardeners continue to strive 
towards harvesting their own 
fruit and vegetables, according 
to the results of a new survey 

Following the current trend towards 
The Good Life, top items that people 
want for their gardens in 2011 include 
a vegetable plot, according to research 
commissioned by Hangar Seven, an 
agency specialising in garden centre 
marketing. 

So, if you've never had a vegetable 
patch, now’s the time to start planning 
ahead. Whichever plot you choose, it 
will need to have some sunshine to 
enable you to grow a wide variety of 
veg. 

Also, take note of the micro-climate 
of your garden. Is it in a frost pocket, 
exposed to prevailing winds, or 
sheltered by neighbouring hedges, 
walls or fences? Are you in a cold part 
of the country or further south? All 
these considerations will make a 
difference to what you can grow and 
your harvesting times. 

Small gardens which are enclosed 
by walls can be a couple of degrees 
warmer at night, but remember that 
each wall has dry stone along its base 
which will require extra watering. 

Sunlovers include tomatoes, 
peppers and beans, which need 
temperatures of 5C (4IF) to grow and 
are best sown indoors and planted out 
when all danger of frost has passed, 
which could be late May or early June. 

Hardy plants which will survive 
frost down to - IOC (14F) include fruit

bushes, strawberries, kale, Brussels 
sprouts and chives. 

Those which will survive 
occasional light frost include 
sprouting broccoli, chard and 
artichokes. 

Digging over the ground and 
removing all weeds is the first step 
towards a fruitful vegetable garden, 
but soil improvement is also of major 
importance. 

Check the pH level of your soil by 
buying a tester kit at your garden 
centre, to show you the level of acidity 
or alkalinity, which will give you 
some idea of what crops you can 
grow. 

Veg and herbs tend to thrive in 
neutral soil. If your soil is acidic, you 
may need to add lime to make it more 
alkaline. Even if it’s neutral, an 
addition of lime every four years will 
help retain the balance as any soil that 
is intensively worked will become 
more acidic over the years. 

Check your soil’s texture to 
determine what needs to be added to it 
to improve it and what crops will do 
best. 

Rub a clump of it between your 
fingers. If it forms a ball without 


cabbage patch kids 


crumbling and feels smooth and 
sticky, it’s likely to be clay. 

If it forms a ball but falls apart 
quickly, it will be loam and if it 
doesn't roll into a ball at all and feels 
gritty, it’s likely to be sandy soil. 

It’s more difficult to grow root veg 
on heavy clay soils which are often 
stony, while brassicas don’t like sandy 
soil. 

Whatever your soil type, improve it 
by adding plenty of organic matter, 
such as well-rotted manure or compost 
to increase nutrients and improve 
texture, aeration of the soil and 
drainage. 

If you are a beginner, think about 
how much time and effort you're 
prepared to spend on your chosen 
crop. Some plants, such as beans, 
courgettes and radishes will provide a 
bumper crop with little effort. 

Others are much more time- 
consuming. Tomatoes, for example, 
need plenty of regular watering and 
feeding, staking, pinching out and 
protecting from adverse weather. And 
if you go away on holiday when they 
need harvesting in the summer and 
you don’t have family or neighbours 
who can pick them for you, you’ll lose 
the lot. 

If you haven’t got a greenhouse and 
don’t want to take up all your 
windowsill space for seed trays, 
consider growing crops which will 
germinate outside later in the spring, 
like lettuces, onions, peas, radishes, 
broad beans, beetroot and carrot. 

Most importantly, grow veg which 
you like to eat - if radishes aren’t your 
bag, there’s no point having a bumper BUMPER CROP: Vegetable plots have become a fashionable must- 
crop of them. have as people seek to grow their own produce.

Speed cams: 
All is set to 
be revealed 

DRIVERS will be able to find out 
which speed cameras catch the most 
motorists under plans outlined by 
the Government last week. 

Local authorities and the police will 
have to publish full information about 
speed cameras under proposals 
announced by Road Safety Minister Mike 
Penning. 

This could include data about accident 
rates at camera sites, vehicle speeds and 
the numbers of motorists prosecuted or 
offered training after offences recorded by 
cameras. It will be available by April 2011. 

Mr Penning said this week: “Public 
bodies should be accountable and if 
taxpayers’ money is being spent on speed 
cameras then it is right that information 
about their effectiveness is available to the 
public. 

“The proposals I have announced today 
will help show what impact cameras are 
having on accident and casualty rates and 
also how the police are dealing with 
offenders. 

“This is in line with our commitment to 
improve transparency of government data 
so that the public are able to make more 
informed judgments about the work of 
local and central government.” 

The Department for Transport will be 
working with police and local authority 
representatives as well as the Highways 
Agency to discuss the details of what 
should be published and how 

It is thought that one camera on the 
Mil near east London has produced fines 
of more than £2 million over five years 
and that other camera sites have also 
resulted in fines of many thousands of 
pounds a year. 

The AA’s head of road safety, Andrew 
Howard, told the Daily Telegraph : “We 
have always supported transparency as a 
way of making cameras publicly 
acceptable.” 

Robert Gifford, executive director of the 
Parliamentary Advisory Council for 
Transport Safety, told the Telegraph : “I am 
completely comfortable with this. 

“It is the sort of things better 
(camera/safety) partnerships will have 
been doing.” 

Neil Greig, director of policy and 
research at the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists (IAM), said: “We welcome any 
move to improve the transparency of 
speed camera operations. 

“A recent IAM survey showed that, while 
speed cameras overall had a 70 per cent 
approval rating, nearly half of 
respondents believed revenue generation 
through fines was the main motive 
behind their installation.

Groundshare D-day 


NEWMARKET Town will be expecting to hear later 
this week whether Cambridge City will be moving in 
with them next season. 

A joint planning application has been submitted to 
Cambridge City Council for the redevelopment of 
City’s Milton Road ground, but the Lilywhites could 
remain at their original home for at least one more 
season. 

They already have a ground-sharing agreement 
with the Jockeys, but City chairman Kevin Satchell 
confirmed that the club are in talks with their landlord 
to extend their stay at Milton Road for two more years. 

“We still have an agreement to ground-share with 
Newmarket next season,” he said. 

“But as with what happened last season, our 


landlords are offering us an extra year. It’s good we 
have the option but it has to be right for us. Staying at 
Milton Road is not free, we still have to pay rent, and 
that’s what we’re negotiating. We’ve also asked 
whether we could have a two-year stay. 

“We’re waiting their response to the proposal we 
put to them. I’d like to think that by the end of the 
week we’ll know where we’ll be playing next season, 
for the benefit not only of ourselves but also 
Newmarket Town.” 

As part of the agreement that saw the landlords take 
ownership of the land at Milton Road, City will 
support the application to redevelop the land. A plan 
for the ground to be bulldozed and 148 homes built 
has been submitted. 

And although City have asked for an additional two 


seasons, Satchell said the club would press on with 
proposals to upgrade Cricket Field Road for when the 
club finally move to Newmarket. 

Some improvements have already been made and 
an application for three new stands to help bring the 
ground up to the standards required of the Zamaretto 
League, Premier Division should be submitted by the 
end of the month 

While question-marks remain as to where exactly 
City will play next season, Satchell is confident that if 
they win promotion to the Conference South this 
season, they will be eligible to move up. 

“If we were to go up we would have a year to get 
Milton Road up to the level required ,” he said. The 
situation would be the same even if City were to move 
to Newmarket for the start of next season.
